^e second sighting, two years later 
on July 31, 1959. ibis x>^irtlcular 
one I saw at night, and only a few 
.hundred feet away. The portholes 
on the craft wore clearly seen. 
’Ihor.ofore, I concluded, there was a 
good chance that they might survey 
this area again. 

Today Is August 4th. We’ve had tliree 
sightings of sauceira since July 27th. 

One sighting hanpenad on July 31at, 
as predicted. 

The first was seen about 9:50 pm by 
-John Amy of Suffolk Street, Kitchener, 
who said It looked like a vrhlte ball, 

• which camo straight dovm and then 
stopped. The sky became cloudy and 

• when he looked again after It had 
cleared, the object was gone. 

On August 2nd, • he sav; It aftaln through 
binoculars v/hen it dropped dovm 
straight, a short dlotr.nco away. 

On July 27th, six boys v/ho were 
intorosted In flying saucers came to 
ny house to watch the sky.

Jim Hooh and Bill Kills, all dos- 
crlbed the same thing and vrore very 
excited at seeing their first space

A half hour later, two boys, Craig 
Peel end Jim Hooh sav/ It coming from 
the south, make a sharp angle turn 
and head west. They said It looked 
like a fuzzy white ball, squashed flat.

Is in the Chiconee Kills 
a short distance from the city of 
Kitchener. 

A few years ago a puripkln«.alze saucer 
v/as sighted in the same area by six 
persons, v/ho v/athhed It hover ovor 
the hills.

!• On May 1961 your office forwarded to ATIO a roll of Brnm film 
taken by Mrs. Arthur Kunkel of Gault Gto. Marie, Ontario. This 
roll of film had frames which showed some type of phenomena of 
which the witness was not aware v;hllo taking the pictures. 

2« The ATIO conclusion Is that the dlao*llke phenomena shown on some 

of the frames was caused t/y lens aberration when the lens was exposed 
to direct sunlight. The boom which was heard by Mrs. Kunkel and others 
could possibly have been a sonic boom since Jet aircraft v/ore 
operating in the area, 

3. Per your request the roll of 8mm film Is forwarded to your office 
In order that you can return It to Mrs* Kunkel.

saucer In front, but this was not noticeable on viewing it on the screen.

vrlth hlo binoculars. Then a wedge of light appoarod and narrowed to a point 
—the head of a comet. At San Francisco, other airline pilots also reported 
seeing a mysterious light Sunday and Honday mornings. But Wilson, an amateur 
star gazer, apparently was first to report It. The new comet can be seen In 
the northeastern part of the s'^y In the e^rly morning. (Samla Observer,

Rochester, (Af>J A blazing oujeot, described by an astronomer as a spec¬ 

tacular meteor vras seen streoklng through the sky here. George Gibbs of the 
astronomy section of the Rochester Academy of Arts and Sciences said the "reen- 
ish-v/hlte raetoor Vfhloh vjaa seen in the northoastem sky was "quite unusual", 
"hotoors are not usually seen so close for so long," Gibbs said. 


GIANT SPACE BALL AURU SKY flAZi^a 

A brilliant object, half the diameter 
of the moon, and trailing a sparkling, 
red-orange tall, was spotted by many 
Torontonians as It streaked thxpugh 
the sky Saturday night, about 9:29 pm. 

Its clearest sighting was made In 
Rochester, New York* George Gibbs, of 
the astronomy section of the Rochester 
Academy of Arts and Sciences, said the 
object was probably a me.teor, but 
could have been another kind of space 
object v/hloh buraed up on re-entering 
the earth’s atmosphere. 



"It xms quite unusual. Its main disc 
shone whitish-green and was quite 
close# V7e watched It for about five 
seconds until It was lost behind a 
cloud," he told The Star. 

A number of avred sky gazers caught 


sight of the spectacular object and 
reported It. 

At the Dunlap Observatory In Richmond 
Hill, telescopic observer Kim Innanon 
said he and a second observer wez*e 
busy guiding a tour through the obser¬ 
vatory when the meteor flashed over. 
They missed viewing It. 

Illnutes iPter, however, the observatory 
received a dozen calls from Toronto¬ 
nians who spotted the object# Others 
called In about 30 minutes later with 
the passing of ^ho 1 satellite. 

Ilr. Gibbs said the object's orango 
tall was about twice the diameter of 
the moon and flashed like a sparkler 
behind the diso. 

Other reports of the objeot, he said, 
oame from Batavia, Now York, about 
midway between Buffalo and Rochester.

3tr£in.3e reports in rooent years of 
tou^h little men visiting In flying 
saucera seen to tolly oonalatently 
vflth ananuel Uv/edonborg' a description 
of people from the earth's moono 
The author of the loolcs often called 
the third Testament of God to mankind 
has given reports of his visits in 
the spirit to other planeta, and on 
one occasion ha visited wlih sp&rlts 
from the moono Dwarfs they wore, 
stout, as high as our 7-yonr-old 
children, and they talked^ not vrlth 
their lungs for wind-power but with 
the abdomen, using belched air with 
a thunderous tone of voice. Secondly, 
they had a habit of going plggy-baok, 
one carrying another. Swedenborg 
talked with a pair who cane up thus 
to hlmo Praia these reports v/e surmise 
the moon la spongy, with caves going 
on down for ton miles at the least* 

The ttout dwarf people must bo able 
to climb up and down as easily as you 
and I walk on the surface of the Sarth 
on a level* Deep down In the moon 
the "air" la dense and human life Is 
habitually underground*—‘atid they 
probably live on growth similar to 
mushrooms, truffles, etc. 

'/arlouB saucer reports have desoribed 
"little men" so frequently, from 
Prance to South Amorloa and to Sweden, 
th?t the Image has become a stereo¬ 
type. "Little green men" now deserves 
being entered In any encyclopedia 
that pretends to be nodem< The 
"tough" attribute oomes Trtm a few 
stories of Earthlings who have run 
Into the visitors and wrostlsd with 
them. Tho two Swedes who v/ero tackled 
by Jelly-like creatures on night in 
Deo. 195*5 had to hang on to a sign 
post to keep from being stowed aboard 
a tiny l6"foot saucer. Their case 
was thoroughly Investigated by the 
Sv/odlah government, and was reported 
In vforld newspapers but only In FAT:5 
rnd Plvinr: Saucers in U.S.ii, (Don^t 
forgW TfliC SAUCERIAN BULI.STIN., Bill;

years ago in woods on the outskirts 
of a coastal tovm In South ^wn^trica—- 
In Venezuela or In Colombia, we’ve 
lost a lot of issues from our i?hTi 
collection, and can't recall the de¬ 
tails now—anyway, going down the 
road, the hunters came upon two or 
three gray dwarf-1iko men who emerge1 
on the road, apparently from a saucer 
standing on .stilts In the bushes. 

Before they kne\f what was happening, 
tho hunters were set on by the 
creatures and vrrestled, beaten '■nd 
bruised badly. One of tho men hit 
at the visitors with his shotgun, 
breaking It In two pieces—»the gun, 
that Is. He said the creature wan 
hnrd as a rook. The J3'’tch was a draw, 
for both men got away, and the dwarfs 
left In their saucer. 

The Swedish encounter below Is to bo 
found In FaTj.' undor tho title, "The 
Jellybag Horror," Tho two Swedes 
said their assailants were shapeless, 
like bags of Jolly, and when Stlg 
Rydberg delivered a powerhouse blow 
with his right hand, his arm went In 
"up to the elbow". In the South 
American encounter. It was said tho 
Intruders v;ere hard as a rook. In 
tho Swedish episode, a small like 
rotten swamps came from the little

men. 

It's very likely the moon people on 
their trips to Earth would wear space 
suits of some kind, not only to hold 
their kind of "air" to breathe while 
outside their ships, but also for 
Insulation. Probably they wear such 
suits when out upon the surface of 
the moon during the frying heo.t of 
the l4-day day, or the sub-zero cold 
of the l4-day-long night up there. 

They possibly keep gardens on the 
surface to add to their diet of under¬ 
ground stuff—and they probably got 
water by oup-fuls from deep mines. 

Tho Third TAstaraent reports on the 
spirits fjrom other planets and our 
moon deal with spiritual and Intel¬ 
lectual, but not with sclentlflo 
things.

"The Project Mag¬ 
net that I ims associ¬ 
ated with and which 
received a great deal 
of publicity, was not 
an official Qovem- 
ment project* It was 
a project that I talk¬ 
ed the Deputy Minister 
into letting no carry 
out, making use of the extensive field organisation of the Dex>artiaent of 
Transport* No funds were spent upon it. and we Just had access to the very 
large field faoilitiea of the Dex^artment* We opened a number of files* 
Unfortunately the gentlemen of the press climbed on this and made a big deal 
out of it — as a matter of fact some of the headlines oonoeming Project 
Magnet were set in larger type than the declaration of war* However, we 
carried the project through officially for about four years and the last year 
of the four we hod a little shed set up in whioh we bad a number of ibstru- 
ments* We had equipment for detecting any radio noise that might emanate 
from these objects — and gravitational disturbances whioh might result — 
any radioactivity whioh might be connected with it — and any magnetic dis¬ 
turbances* These four instruments were of the reoording type and produced 
graphical lines on a reoording tape using a four pan recorder* This ran 24 
hours a dajf, with alarm oirouits attached so that in case any of the pens . 
moved beyond a prescribed limit the hoxvis would blow and the bells would 
ring and the boys in the nearly ionosphaire station would o<me running to see 
if they coiild see aziytbing* 

Towards the end of the year we hadn’t received anything of any great 
importance on the instruments — we bad followed up a number of oontaots 
vrith these people from outside —> so we arranged a speolal (phone) circuit* 

One Sunday afternoon we asked them if they would bring a craft down so we 
could see if we would get any indications — unfortunately the afternoon we 
chose was very heavily overcast, so we were not able to get visual coordi¬ 
nation, though we did get a number of 'squiggles* on our instruments* 

The craft that they sent down was about 80 feet long — a olgar shaped 
effort and was primarily for soientifio observation — but for some reason 
they did not get it any closer than about 50 miles so it wouldn't be visible 
to the naked eye anyway* However, the gentlemen of the press apparently 
found out about our long-distance telephone oiroult — they were out thera 
in droves after this es^rimont* ^07 made us so thoroughly annoyed that 
we simply closed the whole thing down and went undergrot^ and that is whez*e 
it still is, so fhr as the ];)reBS is oonoerned* 

Vie confined our oontaots to those whioh ve had been able to check* In follow¬ 
ing through our Invostlgatlon, we have always felt that an unoozEfirmed report 
vma of Interest only — if we could get an additional confirmation, we 
figured that it had something better than 50^ probability of being oorreot — 
if we had TliTO independent confirmations wo weighted it at about 75/^ probability 
of being oorreot and so on* 3o the Information whioh I will be talking abbut 
a little later is not based on Just one transmission, but on two, three and 
sometimes more Independent transmittals of the same information* This infor¬ 
mation includes a lot of V^losophy*, what you might call *hum»n engineering* 
and a great deal of science* Being of a scientific background myself, I was 
most Interested In that aspect* I wanted to know how the craft were built, 
how they operated and how It ^ms that they could do so many Interesting things 
that our craft could not do* Many of the questions that I asked, when I had 
the opportunity to ask them, vrere along Bclentlflo lines* I must admit that 
I got hack a lot of Information which was oomiDletely unintelligible*.* 



There lo a lot which we still have not boon able to decipher# I think 
the trouble Is with ua, not with the Infomatlon# 

Huch of the Information which we got from those people cast some serious 
doubt on the validity of some of the basic concepts of our sclonce# For 
one thing they told us that the velocity of light would not be constant. 

As a matter of fact they seemed to bo rather pointed In the otatoraont tho.t 
light *doGs not travel', 'it IS*. Me told them that It appeared to us to 
travel at a definite figure of 186,000 miles per second. They said that 
that is how It appears to you because you are looking at it in, and from, 
a region ho.vlng certain conditions, certain influences — but, they said, 
that if you wore to go away from this condition in the vicinity of the 
iSarth, you vrould find that a different set of figures prevailed. 

Another thing that thoy told us oast a groat deal of doubt on our 
ideas of time. They told us that 'time* was not at all what v;e thought 
It was, namely something vrhloh can be marked off by tho ticking of a clock 
tliat 'time' was in fact a 'field function’ — the result of their BiilNG- A 
UNIV:3RS2, That it was something that was derived from the primordial con¬ 
cept that brought this Universe into being and that it differed as you 

went from one part of the Universe into another. Also it could be altered, 

sometimes by natural means, soaetlmos by Intelligently controlled means in 
various parts of the Universe, 3o that in any given Interval — which 
incldently. Is what our clocks mark off — intervals, not chunks of 'time' 

— in these intervals we can have all sorts of lengths of 'time*. In other 

vrords, if one of you checks hla clock with mo and finds that it is ajrnohro- 

nlzed and I climb into a flying saucer and take a trip well out clear of 

this Earth—and I watch my clock and I cone back, in say, throe hours tine. 
Me again compare clocks — maybe your clock says that I have boon gone an 
hour — my clock says that I have been gone three hours, BOTH clocks are 
strictly correct — In that given interval you eaqporlonood an hour — in 
the same interval between tho ticks of the clock, I experienced throe hours 

— and they vrore three real hours, not any Illusion, 

Tho'theory of relativity' talks about 'time dilation* — but this 
loads to a ijaradox, I think that anyone vrho has taken tho trouble to look 
at tho relativistic time paradox, has probably been rather disturbed by it. 
According to the Theory of Rolatlvlty, if I climb into a sjjacecraft and 
start out from tho Earth at a velocity very nearly the velocity of light 
and I go out to, say Alpha Proximo — then I turn around and come back — 
people on the Earth say I've been gone a year. Now, that is a result, 

apx)arently , of the 'tine dilation* through the Theory of Relativity — 

in that tho spacecraft which I travelled in was moving, relative to tho 
Earth, at a velocity very nearly equal to tho velocity of light. The 
Paradox arises when you consider that relative to tho spacecraft, the 
Earth vra.s travelling away at exactly the same velocity. Therefore — 
to the people on tho spacecraft, who are 'relatively* stationary, ten 
years should have passed — and by the time that the Earth comes back to 
THEM, it should have only been av/ay a year. Therefore — you oan see 

right away that the very promise upon which the Theory of Relativity is 

predicated — leads you to an Inposalblo paradox, THIS PARADOX IS RESOLVED 
COMPLETELY IF YOU RECOGNIZE THE VARIABLE NATURE OF THIE, This conoept 
of the variability of time is something that most people find it very 
difficult to grasp,,.every time we do something vro check with tho clock. 

Me become slaves to tho clock to the extent that we believe that tho 
intervals ticked out by the clock ARE 'time* itself, 

(This article was part of a talk given to the Vancouver Area Flying Saucer

Tho salient feature of the UFO is its ability to completely paralyze the 
human rational process. The behaviour of the UFO In any given observed 
case can bo, and sometimes Is, reijorted with precision. But tho collated 
sighting reports on UFO's, vrhllo often agreeing on their behaviour, show 
no rational purpose behind UFO activity; a ]?atldnal purpose is asoumedo.. 
they are reported moving in straight lines, in formatihn^ and occasionally 
as Interfering with human traffic in what soems to be a nuEpoaeful manner 
but cannot bo deduced. Tho big question about UPO’s Is ’What are they try¬ 
ing to accomplish, what do they want, and what do wo stand-to gain or lose 
by It?* and, to date, the bast answer wo have Is tho rather weak one that 
they are 'observing* us. •• that is to say^ thAy’re up In the sky and the 
sdqr looks dovm on all human activity, so we assume they, too, are looking, 
though wo have no praof of that. This is like assuming that somoone in a 
forest la ’observing* tho wildlife, tho only facts available being that 
the someone la In the forest and does, occasionally, startle an iinwary 
squirrel. In some ways, the 'observing* thosls Is very like the reaction 
of tho old maid who assumes that if she did not pull down her windowshode 
a crowd wodld gather outside her bedroom window every night. Tho people 
going by on tho street may have some other purpose entirely; some other 
destination, and some other preoccupation. 

So lot's see If wo can perhaps evolve some kind of working approach which 
may have no corrospondenoe with the facts of tho matter but at least 
pormlts us to think and pursue a rational enquiry, and which does corres¬ 
pond v;lth tho facts as v/o know them#

Two significant features of UFO activity are that (A) There have been no 
reported contacts between spacecraft porsonnol and human beings functioning 
In human society, iflvery contact report I am aware of comes from an 
Individual who cannot do more than limp along In society on his own unaided, 
resourooo, and who has only marginal Influence over any human being other 
than one of his own typo. Therefore, tho personnel of these (conjectural) 
''aoro-3x>aoe craft” have yet to make contact v;lth tho human race, after all 
those years, (B) UPO activity as reported by observors of UFO's in flight, 
rather tlnan as vehicles for Visitors Ulth a Ilossage, is confined to form¬ 
ation flying and aerobatics. Year after year, tho UFO's have been display¬ 
ing their ability to make hairpin turns, chandellos, Inmelman's, barrel 
rolls, etc., at disastrous angles and accelerations. They seem to bo flying 
no recognizable search or petrol prttem, and they do not seem to concen¬ 
trate above interesting human actlV'ity with any degree of consistency. 

They have occasionally been reported as flocking /around human activity 
which, to humans, aoouis as if It v;ould interest Intelligent individuals 
from some other planet, but they have ignored other and equally interesting 
events, by those standards, and have not, even v;hen not Ignoring them, 
ooemed to bo studying them vrith anything a huraan bolng vrould intojrpret as 
efficient purposefulnoBS. It soems to me that UFO Interest la displayed 
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at randonj that. If anythlii(5» they are not studying ua hut trying to 
attract our attention to their superior skill and technology*••for no 
reason but that they wish to brag about thoin* 

Now, we are human beings^ thlnlclng In human ways, and If we are to ever 
comnnanloate with aliens, we will have to do so In human terms, or terms 
which are sufficiently both human and alien* So let ua postulate, for 
a moment, that the UFO*a ax^ ''aero-space craft".••that Is, nlloted, 
dirigible. Intelligently guided vehicles, with * Intelligent * meaning v/hat 
It means to human beIn^, and let us Imagine that human beings are pilot¬ 
ing them,. On that basis, how does their behaviour explain the rationality 
of their pilots? 

With regard to activity (A), they either have not over contacted a human 
Individual at all, or else have contacted only Individuals who are them¬ 
selves rather out of touch with the main body of the human race. 

Feature (B) la Interesting because It has a i)arallel not so much In 
abnormal psychology case reports as It does In recent maos behavior on 
the x>Qrt of an entire human culture* This business of aerobatic displays 
to no visible purpose Is duplicated In reports on Japanese Naval Air Force 
pilots during World ^V&r II. made by Occidental observers, and has Its 
roots In the general Inferiority complex which leads to compulsion toward 
"face"•••a display of ferocity, martial skill, and excellent equipment. 
Intended to Impioss or overawe the enemy; apparemtly. the psychic 
satisfaction gained can be so great that oomhat is not always necessary 
as a crowning touch* Any number of Japanese American "dogfights" were 
broken off by the Japanese befox*a they over got to the shooting stage, 
with apparently no loss of face being felt by the Japanese pilots In¬ 
volved* Inasmuch as the purpose of fighter aircraft In war Ic to inter¬ 
dict the enemy missions, and Inasmuch as these stunting displays did 
nothing or little to accomplish that purpose, this sort of behavlon Is 
functionally psychotic, for all that It may be Imminently sane to someone 
not Occidental. (Within*the function of war. It Is not sane to save your 
neck on any particular occasion*••the function of v/ar Is to ensure long¬ 
term safety, and as Inability to subordinate the Immediate gain to the 
ultimate purpose Is Insane In any context*) 

There Is something about UPO behavior which, however, stretches all 
excuses to the (human) breaking point and beyond* That Is the unconscion¬ 
ably long time this sort of saber-waving has been going on* It could bo 
explained by an Inferiority complex of truly staggering proportions, but 
such a complex would call for other behavior which the UPO*s have not 
dloplayed* They have not, for example. Intensified their efforts togot 
a rise out of us* Our lack of effective reaction ought to have demanded' 
that for their own psychic satisfaction those (conjocturally) Inferiority 
ridden people stop up the nose-thumbing, and progress - * < 

to dead-oat-throwing,BO that they could then skitter home giggling liapplly 
about how mad they had gotten us* This they have not done, despite the 
lack of the necessary feedback. Ho matter how large their (conjectural) 
Inferiority complex, the only thing that would explain their maintaining 
their old pattern of activity at the same"general level for so long a 
time, would be a rising Inoldenoo of reaction on our part. But In fact 
the reaction Is obviously growing bored! as far as I know, vre no longer 
scramble aircraft to chase reported UFO*s as a matter of course, and wo 
no longer put UPO sightings on the air except as occasional humorous 
features, or on the front pages of our newspapers* (Con*t on next page) 
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So tbcit though there ooens to he ooqo sort of human explanation for UFO 
behavior at first glance, further oxamination shows less and lees undor- 
standable responso fron the UFO's, rather than more. 

I would say that for human numooes . whatever oapaoity for alien logic 
and motivation wo might be vrllling to allow (conjoctural) allons, UFO's 
are not Intolllcontly guided, end therefore, for useful human purposes , 
these are not "craft", though they may be oonotructlona, and allon oon- 
otruotions at that; if they ere not*••as seems much more likoly to me..* 
some sort of natural phenomonon. V/hothor thoy are gtilded by occupants 
or not...evon if they are...these occupants are not *Intelllsent' In any 
meanlnc that v;ould permit us to oonnunlcate with them or derive their 
motivations from their behavior. Therefore, It la poor englneorlnc for 
us to tackle the problem of the UFO from the motivational end. It seems 
to me that the llkliost area of progress Is In regarding them and reacting 
to them a£ they were natural phenomena; certainly whether these UPO's 
are piloted or not, someday we shall meet a race so alien that the "nr.tural 
phenomenon" frame of reference will be the only ones humans can use in 
dealing with them. UFO behavior can superficially be explained In tenns 
of psychosis, but even that explanation breaks down. So there seems 
little for us to do but to think of UFO's as something like ball lightning, 
anomalous cloud formations along anomalous paths of air motion, .or fireflies, 
or the souls of the dead, or the dlalooc.tlons caused in the fabric of the 
universe by tho human practice of filling little glass containers v;lth 
vaouum. One thing they ain't, or might as well not be. Is "aero-space craft".
